When he was at Northern College for play rehearsals, he would go in the 
bathroom or under the stairwells during break and sing his heart out. He was 
amazing. It is hard to believe that such a powerful voice came from such a small 
guy. If you were on your way to his house, it was not hard to tell if he was 
home because you could hear him singing from down the street. Jason was also a 
marvelous actor. He could play any character he was given, and his accents were 
amazing. One big achievement Jason made was performing "Fritz of Arnhem - 
The Play” at the National Arts Center in Ottawa for Veterans’ Week, 

November of 1997 . After the play was over, Jason, his sister Sharon, Jennifer 
McLenaghen, and I stayed at the National Arts Center to meet Jackie 
Burroughs ( Road to Avonlea’s , Hetty King). That was a moment Jason had 
never forgotten. 

Jason was full of courage. In July 1998 , he had the courage to protest 
for gay rights at Albion Amusements. He put up with all of the insults, 
mockery, and ridicule, but still he managed to go on. Also, he was very 
determined. Once Jay had his mind made up to do something, you could not 
change his mind. In addition, he was very blunt. Many people admired Jay for 
his courage. He was not afraid to do anything. Jason was also known as 
"Jasmine”. "Jasmine” was introduced to everyone while away in Ottawa. One 
morning when we were all going to breakfast, Jason came in wearing 
Crystalyn’s long dark maroon dress, a black chin-length wig, high heels, and 
make-up. As mentioned before, Jason had a lot of courage. Everyone accepted 
his change willingly, except for the fact he looked better in a dress than any 
other girl in the cast. 

Among other things, Jason really enjoyed gardening. Every time he 
came over to my house for dinner, he would always talk to my mom about 
putting in a garden for her in the backyard. He had great pride in his little 
garden and would give me tips on how to take care of tomato plants. In addition, 
he also loved his fish. One year when he went away with the drama club to a 
festival, he brought two of his fish with him in a plastic bag. Every so often, he 
would open the bag and blow some air in there. Needless to say, neither of the 
fish made it back home with him. 

Jason was the kind of friend anyone would love to have. If you were 
feeling down, he would try to cheer you up the best he could. One saying that 
made everyone smile was "Hey Babes” or "Love ya, Babes”. He always cheered 
me up by calling me "Ann-Burito” or "Bun”. You could talk to Jay about 
anything. He liked to talk about philosophy, theology, and just ‘stuff. He 
always listened to you if you ever had anything to say. If you had a problem, you 
could go to him and he would try his best to help you through it. He was always 
there for you. He would never judge you. He liked people for who they were. He 
always found a way to make you feel special. 

There is so much more that could be written about Jason and all that 
he has done and how many hearts he has touched. We will certainly miss him 
very much and remember him always. We lost an extremely talented, and caring 
friend. As Amanda Wilson said, "Our loss is certainly heaven’s gain.” So Jason, 
on behalf of your family and friends, I thank you, I salute you for your brilliant 
mind, your passion and commitment for acting and singing. I admire you for 
your leadership, your patience and understanding. We were blessed with your 
honesty, your unconditional acceptance, love and support. I say good-bye. I 
love you. We all love you.
